The Grangers’ Declaration. 


The following, endorsed by the ofti- 
rs of Fruitiand (¡range, No. 72, asan 
tpression of their sentiments, lias 
■eti handed to the Southern Calif or­ 
lan, for publication: 
First—We hold that all the wants of 
fe are supplied by toil; that no one of 
Rural ability is exempt from contri- 
iting ids just proportion in some 
rm to that end, anti that he who 
ils to do so, violates one of the plain­ 
t obligations of his existence and im- 
ises an additional burthen on others, 
iat he should cheerfully bear himself. 
Second—We do not ask, nor do we 
ant any legislation for the exclusive 
pneflt of farmers as a class. 
Third—'We will enter into no corn- 
¡nations among ourselves or with 
hers, to raise the price of either food 
• clothing, knowing as we do, that 
e are In part the factors of the food 
id clothing of the human race, and 
int however low the price of food or 
otliing may be, there are millions 
ho from sheer want are unable to 
ipply themselves with the common 
fcessaries of life, and who, like our- 
dves, are doomed to constant toil. 
Fourth—As an organization, we ig- 
ore party politics, and will support 
ironice none others than honest, com- 
etent, and faithful men who will do 
ll in their power to reform the abuses 
’legislation, both State and National, 
elieving as we do, that most of the 
rievances of which (in common with 
diets) we think we can justly coin­ 
lain, are the results of corrupt, unjust 
ud partial legislation. 
Fifth—We ask our representatives 
i the legislature to procure the pas- 
igeofa law, by which, on the peti- 
on of an hundred voters, the right of 
ay to the sea coast at any designated 
oint, together with the condemna- 
011 to public use of not exceeding 
fty acres of land for depot purposes 
na general public wants, which shall 
e valued and paid for l>y the county 
i which it is located, its value to be 
xed according to its agricultural or 
razing value. This laW to be gen- 
ral, arid apply to all sea coasts, inlets, 
ays, and navigablte rivers, except in 
icorporated towns of five thousand 
lhabitants. 
Sixth—The passage of a general ir- 
igating law, the provisions of which 
ball fix the cost of construction cx- 
luslvely to the lands benefited there- 
y by assessments which in no year 
ball exceed one per cent of the value 
f lands so to be benefited. That the 
ication of canals and ditches, their 
ize and length, shall be determined 
y commissioners elected for that pur- 
ose by the owners of land along the 
me of the ditch, and that in all in- 
tances where a ditch is already con­ 
ducted, along the route selected by 
uch commissioners, such ditch shall 
ie appraised at its cost value at the 
¡me by disinterested parties, and the 
ndividual parties 
or 
Incorporated 
ompany owning such ditch to con- 
Inue to hold stock in the ditcli so ap- 
•raised, in common with others who 
ncur the cost of widening, deepening 
ir lengthening the same, anil to be 


thus continued from time to time by a 
re-estimate of value, so long as the 
quantity of water or the demands of 
irrigators may require. Holding, as 
we do, that in California land and 
water should lie inseparable, and that 
tho two should be handed down to 
succeeding generations of tillers of the 
soil as an indefeasible light. 
Seventh—We ask our representa­ 
tives in the Legislature to use their 
utmost endeavors to procure the re­ 
peal of the law creating in the State 
of California a.standing military force, 
by which we are taxed $50,000 a year. 
A standing army in time of peace as 
a State institution, lias no precedent 
outside of the State of California. 
It 
is a reflection on the intelligence and 
patriotism of the people of the State, 
and ought to lie disbanded. 
Eighth—We ask our representa­ 
tives to use their best efforts to pro­ 
cure the passage of a law limiting the 
amount of county and municipal ap­ 
propriations to not exceed one per 
cent, of the assessed valued of the 
property of any county. 
Ninth—We ask our representatives 
to procure the passage of a law reduc­ 
ing the salaries of all officers of Los 
Angeles county to a compensation not 
exceeding fair remuneration,in view of 
the fact that Los Angeles county has 
the largest bonded debt of any county 
in the State, San Francisco excepteu. 
Tenth—Wc will do all in onr power 
to encourage manufactures iu our 
midst, especially, woolen mills, the 
building up of which will afford a mar­ 
ket for wool, occupation for many that 
would otherwise be idle, and a ready 
market for our surplus farm products.

Referred to the Committee op Judi­ 
ciary. 
Mr. Roach offered a preamble and 
resolutions against Chinese immigra­ 
tion, and requesting our delegation in 
Congress to ask a modification of the 
Treaty with China in regard to immi­ 
gration. 
Substitute for Senate Joint Resolu­ 
tion No. 4, to promote the interests of 
agriculture, on the general file, was 
taken up. 
After considerable discussion the re­ 
solution was recommitted to the Com­ 
mittee on Agriculture. 
Seuate Bill No. 33—An Act to re­ 
peal an Act entitled an Act to encour­ 
age the destruction of squirrels, go­ 
phers, and other wild animals in this 
State, approved February 13, 1872, so 
far as it relates to the county of Los 
Angeles—was passed. 
ASSENBLY. 
Mr. Miller, from the Committee on 
Mileage, to whom was referred Senate 
Bill No. 8, an Act defining the legal 
distances from the county seat of Ven­ 
tura county to Sacramento, Stockton 
and San Quentin, reported the same 
back and recommended its passuge. 
Mr. Hill ottered concurrent resolu­ 
tions on the Coolie question. 
Mr. Venable ottered a resolution for 
the appointment of a committee to in­ 
vestigate the report that hogs shipped 
here from the East are so diseased, as 
to be unfit for food; adopted. 
Mr. Escandon, by consent, intro­ 
duced the following: 
An Act to re-incorporate the town 
of San Buenaventura, and approving 
certain ordinanaes and proceedings of 
the town Trustees. 
Read twice and referred to the Com­ 
mittee on Corporations. 
Assembly Bill No. 67—An Act to 
authorize the Board of supervisors of 
Los Angeles county to locate and build 
a bridge across the Santa Ana river, 
in Los Angeles county and to issue 
bonds for the payment of the same, 
was ordered engrossed. 
Anaheim Items. 
Mrs. Metz is erecting a handsome 
structu re on Los Angeles St.

Th» New Caa Company. 
Vesterday morning Messrs. Gearing 
A White, the enterprising gentlemen 
who erected the new gas works at Sa­ 
cramento, together with a number of 
our prominent citizens, and accompa­ 
nied by a special reporter from the 
H e r a l d, left this city for the San 
Fernando oil regions. The principal 
object of their visit 1» to ascertain by 
personal inspection the character of 
the oil product, and the prospect of ob­ 
taining a cheap and ample supply of 
petroleum, suitable for the manufac­ 
ture of a good quality of gas for illum­ 
inating purposes. 
Mr. Gearing informs us that in 
Pennsylvania, in the very midst of 
Immense beds of the best coal in the 
world, gas is now manufactured from 
petroleum, because it is both better 
and cheaper for that purpose, and he 
believes that if the oil product of the 
San Fernando range is what it is re­ 
presented to be, a splendid quality of 
gas, equal in every respect to that fur­ 
nished to consumers in eastern cities, 
can be produced here at about one- 
half what is charged for the present 
Inferior and deleterious substance. 
Messrs. Gearing & White have late­ 
ly, as we have before stated, built gas 
Works in Sacramento. The people of 
that city have like us been suffering 
from a monopoly, and were paying six 
dollars per thousand for an inferior 
article. The charter under which the 
new works were built, only allows 
them to charge four dollars, and such 
is the superior quality of the gas fur­ 
nished, that though the price charged 
U two-thirds, yet the gas bills for the 
same number of burners, is little more 
than half as much, as those of the old 
company. Under the influence of this 
competition the old company has re­ 
duced its rates to two dollars and a 
half.On the return of these gentlemen 
from San Fernando, they will lay be­ 
fore our citizens their plan of opera­ 
tions. A Joint stock company will be 
funned and from what we learn the 
stock will be taken at once. Many of 
our most Influential citizens are tak­ 
ing an active interest in the matter, 
and will invest liberally. We have 
even heard it intimated that the old 
company is willing to dispose of their 
works, and pipes at a reasonable fig­ 
ure, taking some portion of the stock 
of the new organization, in part pay­ 
ment. If this can be done, wirh due 
reference to the interests of the city 
and of all parties concerned, it will of 
course be advisable to make such an 
arrangement, and we hope that the 
present company will have more sa­ 
gacity than to attempt a fight that 
can only result in injury to all. In 
making any arrangements for the pur­ 
chase of the old works, however, it 
should be remembered that the pub­ 
lic good demands their removal from 
the present location, and no other set­ 
tlement of the matter should be toler­ 
ated for a moment. It is also the in­ 
terest of the new company to have 
llieir works better located. By put­ 
ting them in a lower place the retorts 
will be relieved of the pressure that si 
now necessary to force the gas into the 
pipes, and a large saving effected. 
Whether an arrangement is effected 
^lth the old company or not, these 
gentlemen are willing to assume the 
responsibility of a contest with it in 
regard to special privileges, and there 
is little doubt that the question will 
be speedily tested if the old company 
holds out. In this connection it may 
be well to suggest to the City Coun­ 
cil that while the people will expect 
them to be liberal in their dealings 
with the new organization, they will 
tolerate no such farce as a grant of ex­ 
clusive rights, and will demand some 
stipulations in regard to the quality 
and price of the gas to be furnished 


A n ah eim Export»- 
The Southern Californian complains 
of our Chamber of Commerce, that in 
its memorial to Congress on the har­ 
bor improvement, Anaheim Landing, 
and its heavy business is entirely ig­ 
nored. It says: 
"The paragraph referred to, states 
that two-thiras of the maratime trade, 
transacted south of Point Conception, 
passes through Wilmington, ana that 
the remaining one-third is divided be­ 
tween Ban Diego, Santa Barbara and 
Hueneme. Tne last error in this 
statement admits of two interpreta­ 
tions; either the Chamber has by a de­ 
cided stretch of imagination inclu­ 
ded in the generic name of Wil­ 
mington harbor the two landings of 
San Pedro and Anaheim Landing, to­ 
gether with Wilmington, or else it 
has accepted as a truth, the desire pos­ 
sessed by them to make Wilmington 
the great entrepot of Southern Cali­ 
fornia, and published an assertion not 
founded upon strict fact. 
By reference to the report of the 
agent of the Anaheim Lighter Com­ 
pany, published in the Californian of 
December, 13th, 1873, it will be seen 
that the receipts, both inward and out­ 
ward. at Ananeim Landing, are suffi­ 
ciently large to entitle it to a slight 
recognition as a shipping point. In 
point of feet, we believe that its ship­ 
ments of ¿rain and wool are largely 
in excess of those from Wilmington, 
and we know that its wine shipments 
exceed In quantity those of all the 
ports combined, lying south of Ban 
Francisco. ” 
, 
\V* uo uot think the Chamber in­ 


tentionally ovcrlookod the claims of 
the Landing, but rather that the over­ 
sight was made inadvertent ly,the main 
object being to call attention to the 
commerce of Wilmington and not to 
accurately set forth the business of 
other ports. 
Notwithstanding its adverse criti­ 
cism it pays the Chamber the follow­ 
ing handsome compliment: 
"In the record of a late meeting of 
the Los Angeles Chamber of Com­ 
merce is embodied in a memorial ad­ 
dressed by them to the California del­ 
egation at Washington, and asking 
for legislative action, regarding the 
construction which has been placed 
upon that portion of an Act of Con­ 
gress, approved June6tli, 1872, and re­ 
lating to the revenue, which exempts 
from duty semi-tropical fruits and 
plants. The clause referred to, ex­ 
empts all fruits ami plants, tropical or 
semi-tropical, introduced for propaga­ 
tion or cultivation. The effect of a re­ 
cent decision of Attorney-General 
Williams, however, is to allow all ar­ 
ticles of that kind to be imported for 
consumption as well. On this account 
the Chamber asks that a duty be im­ 
posed in order to protect and foster the 
most importan# industy of Southern 
California. 
'Although at times the Los Angeles 
Chamber apparently allows itself to lie 
influenced by sectional motives, it is 
undeniable that its workings generally 
tend to the benefit of the whole coun­ 
ty.

T1 to lUcsf Coast Star is the name of 
a new weekly paper published by Gal­ 
vin A 1‘ike at Mendocino City. 
A dividend of three per cent, has 
been declared on the capital stock of 
the Masonic and Odd Fellows Hall 
Association of Austin, Nev. 
Snow in Rye Valley, Baker county, 
Oregon, is from eight to ten inches 
deep. Mining operations have all 
been temporarily suspended, as it 
freezes in the tunnels so that miners 
do not care to work in them. 
The first accident that lias occurred 
in the Ophir mine for years, happened 
on Tuesday last, by which it is feared 
that John Holland, a native of Ire­ 
land, will lose ltis life. The misfor­ 
tune wus the result of mining opera­ 
tions.

laus county. 
The coast between San Francisco 
and San Diego was sounded on the run 
down of the Tuscarora, to determine 
the continental outline. The deepest 
sounding showed 2,200 fathoms at a 
distances of fifty miles from the coast. 
On the Mill Company’s wharf at 
Tacoma, 1,250,000 feet of lumber is now 
piled up awaiting shinipment.
